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Cardinals played Bears to win 


After watching the Bears lose to the Cardi- 
nals Monday night, | think the outcome was 
because of two factors. One, the Bears didn’t 
play all that well. And two, and maybe more 
importantly, the Cardinals wanted to win that 
game more than the Bears did. 

In a preseason game any team can beat 
any other team if they want to. It doesn’t take 
a complicated scenario for that to happen. 
If Team A plays an exhibition to win, and 
Team B plays it just to work on certain parts 
of its game, Team A can easily defeat Team 
B. And that’s exactly what happened in Mon- 
day night’s game.

The Cardinals wanted to win that game. 
For some reason St. Louis always seems to 
need a win against the Bears in the presea- 
son, and this year the Cardinals again want- 
ed one. They developed a game plan to win, 
whereas the Bears developed one to work 
on certain aspects of their game. 
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That’s easy to-see when you look at what 
Jim Harbaugh was going against at the end 
of the game. When the Bears were threaten- 
ing to take the lead late in the game Har- 
baugh ended up going against St. Louis’ 
starters on defense. 

Teams only do that when they want to win. 
And it was clear the Cardinals wanted this 
game badly. 

The same thing happened to the Giants 
last weekend against the Jets. There’s no 
way the Jets are a better team than the Gi- 
ants, but they wanted to win that game and 
did. 

Usually in an exhibition game the teams 
work on certain aspects of their game and 
the score falls in place. But St. Louis wasn’t 
going to give in that easily. 

Of course, the Bears certainly didn’t help 
themselves by not scoring four times once 
inside the Cardinals 20-yard line. And there 
were a lot of dropped passes that hurt the 
performance of all three Bear quarterbacks. 

But on the other side of that, Ron Morris 
continues to impress everyone that sees him 
play. He’s going to be avgreat receiver. What 
| liked best about him on Monday night was 
the way he made catches across the mid- 
dle. Those are tough catches and he came 
down with every pass. 

What really hurt the Bears in the game 
was that they never got their running game 
going. It’s like what I talked about last week. 
If they don’t get the running game going, 
nothing else will fall in place. The Bears 
couldn’t set up their play-action passes 
against St. Louis, so the passing game 


suffered for it. The Bears just weren’t as 
dominating as they are with a strong running 
game. 

Defensively, the Bears had a good game 
but not a great game. Take away St. Louis’ 
touchdown at the end of the first half and the 
Cardinals only score 13 points, which is a 
good effort by the Bear defense. But the 
defense had some problems on the line. For 
some reason Chicago wasn’t coming off the 
ball that well. And that gave Cardinals quar- 
terback Neil Lomax a lot of time to throw. 

One area that really concerns me head- 
ing into the final preseason game is the 
Bears’ punting. Maury Buford has struggled 
all season so far. And against St. Louis he 
only punted once for 31 yards. 

But the new guy Chicago just picked up 
from Denver, Bryan Wagner, looked good 
and may have some potential. Wagner had 
one good 46-yard kick and averaged 37 
yards on three punts. 

The game on Saturday against Los An- 
geles could be another game like Chicago 
had Monday night. The Raiders may want 
to win to get some momentum going for the 
regular season. And the Bears are saying 
they want to rest their starters and keep them 
from getting hurt. So the Bears may have 
their work cut out again on Saturday. 

But that won’t matter as much as how the 
Bears do in the areas they want to work on. 
It’s only the exhibition season. The Bears still 
need to concern themselves more with their 
own problems than the other team. So look 
for Chicago to again stick to their game pian 
no matter what ‘happens in the game. 
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Bears need a veteran like Fencik 


Gary Fencik needed only one day to 
regain and maintain his equanimity. For 
many athletes, it requires a lifetime. Fencik 
is rare. He has played 10 years as a safety 
without a whole lot of speed and now they 
were telling him he was out of a job because 
he didn’t have a whole lot of speed.

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“| don't really feel | played myself out of 
my position,’ he said. “At the same time, 
| recognize that things aren't always the way 
you like them to be and I’m not sure they’re 
always fair, either.” 

As usual, Fencik was right. When he was 
told by defensive coordinator Vince Tobin 
that the combination of Dave Duerson at free 
safety and Todd Bell at strong safety was 
better than the combination of Fencik at free 
safety and Duerson at strong safety, Fencik 
said he needed one day to digest the news. 

“It wasn’t a good night; I’ve slept better,” 
he said. 

He came back wondering whether there 
is a place on the team for a 33-year-old spe- 
cial teams player and backup safety. 

Coach Mike Ditka said his high regard for 
Fencik should calm his fears about getting 
cut. But then Ditka characteristically thought 


out loud: “You have to be realistic. If peo- 
ple don’t start, they have to play fulltime 
special teams.” 

Fencik’s case is slightly more involved, or 
at least it should be. Simply put, the Bears 
need him around this year. They are not a 
rebuilding team; they are planning to make 
a legitimate run for another Super Bowl, 
They need all the Gary Fenciks they can get. 


Fencik needed this year 

In other years on other teams, it might not 
be so important to keep a 33-year-old back- 
up special teams player. It would defeat the 
purpose of long-range planning to cut a 
young, promising player to make room for 
a wily veteran. But this is not the year. 

To be sure, Shaun Gayle is a prospective 
starter at free safety and Maurice Douglass 
is another possibility at either strong or free 
safety. No other team in football is deeper 
at a position than the Bears are at safety. 

They still need Fencik. As Ditka and Tobin 
both emphasize, the promotion of Bell and 
the switch of Duerson does not preclude any- 
thing. By the time this is read, Fencik might 
be back in the lineup because of injury or 
other circumstance. It is too risky for the 
Bears to leave themselves vulnerable even 
at their strongest position. 

“‘Lhope there is still a role on the team for 
me. | think I’m still a good free safety;’’ Fen- 
cik said. 

Ditka said Fencik quickly volunteered on 
all special teams ‘‘and probably will play 
well.’’ Fencik had not played on special 
teams for years. 

Fencik and Duerson played against Mia- 


.mi and Duerson and Bell played against 


Pittsburgh. Tobin said he did not try a 
Fencik-Bell combination because: ‘‘What do 
you do with Dave Duerson? He’s one of our 
more valuable players and he’s young.”

Other combination considered 

Tobin said hé considered a combination 
of Duerson at.strong safety and Gayle at free 
safety, but Gayle had to help out at corner- 
back and then suffered-an ankle injury. 

Duerson was a two-time Pro Bowl choice 
at strong safety after replacing Bell in 1985 
when Bell sat out the season in a contract 
dispute. Bell was a Pro Bow! participant in 
1984. Fencik was a Pro Bowl strong safety 
in 1980 and 1981. Who else can boast such 
strength? 

Fencik reiterated: ‘If there’s any disap- 
pointment, | don’t really feel ! played myself 
out of my position. | don’t know that anyone 
played better at free safety.” 

Fencik led the club in tackles the last two 
years teaming with Duerson. When Fencik 
teamed with Bell in 1983 and 1984, he called 
Bell one of the best football players he had 
ever seen. 

Ditka and Tobin cited Duerson’s speed 
and range as factors in the decision. Speed 
at free safety is of special importance when 
a team tries to help’its cornerbacks. The 
Bears have two young cornerbacks and one 
holdout in Mike Richardson. 

Ditka invited Fencik back this year. Fen- 
cik would have considered retirement had 
not Ditka extended the invitation. Yet Fen- 
cik was not kidding himself. He knew there 
would be competition and there were ‘“‘no 
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guarantees.” 

‘Now, I’m playing well and | worked hard 
in the preseason. ! won't retire voluntarily,” 
Fencik said. 

Fencik admitted he was unable to be ob- 
jective about a Duerson-Bell combination. 

“They haven’t played much together, so 


it’s hard to make that comparison. Better ath- 


letes? Move better? Yes, but if you just 
looked at great athletes, a lot of teams have 
great athletes but don’t have the chemisiry 
to put it together. But | really don’t want to 
get into comparisons with people | respect 
greatly,”’ Fencik said. 


Move bothers Duerson, ico 

Duerson said he didn’t have the best night 
of his life on the day of the news either. 

“Gary and | spoke Monday and my wife 
detected | was depressed a lot the entire 
time | was home. We have a close friendship, 
but it is something we all knew was a possi- 
bility,” Duerson said. 

The thing that makes it tougher for Fen- 
cik is that he might be at the top of his game, 
both mentally and physically. 

Craig Clemons,.a Bears No. 1 draft choice 
in 1972, played strong safety and once said: 
“Once you figure out how to play this game, 
you're too old.” 

Fencik had figured it out before he got too 
old. After making a transition from wide 
receiver and scaring former defensive back- 
field coach Ross Fichtner to death with poor 
tackling techniques, Fencik became the all- 
time leading tackler in Bears history. That 
means more tackles than Butkus or George. 

Fichtner once said: ‘‘}’m not worried about 
him missing tackles; !'m worried about him 
getting himself hurt.” 

Fencik was once nicknamed ‘‘Doom”’ for 
his sometimes cynical (although often realis- 
tic) view of the Bears through the bad years. 
But he outlived that and now wears a Super 
Bowl ring. 

“Y even like training camp now," he said. 
“Three free meals a day. Once you work dur- 
ing an offseason, you really appreciate 
football.” 

‘Hopefully, he won’t be working year- 
around in the near future. 

“I'm healthy; | feel good; I’ve played well 
in the preseason. | hope at the end of the 
preseason, |’m stilla member of this team," 
he said. 
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Old and new problems slow down Bears

CHICAGO — The Bears found out Mon- 
day night just how far they have to go be- 
fore they're ready for the season opening 
battle against the Giants Sept. 14. 

Against the Cardinals on national televi- 
sion Monday Chicago had some unusual 
problems on defense and some usual 
problems on offense while losing, 20-16 at 
Soldier Field. It was Mike Ditka’s eighth loss 
in eight games against the Cardinals as head 
coach of the Bears. 

The problems his team had didn’t make 
Ditka happy. 

The most annoying problem was one left 
over from last season: an inability to score 
from inside the 20-yard line. 
| Four times Chicago had the ball inside the 
Cardinal 20 and came away with no. points. 
Twice fullback Matt Suhey fumbled, once a 
field goal was blocked and the other time the 
Bears gave the ball up on downs. 

“If we play that way we're gonna have a 
hard time,” Ditka said. “Offensively it's very 
disappointing with the people who fumbled 
the football. | was not impressed with what 
Matt did out there.” 

The Cardinals struck first in the opening 
period on a 13-yard touchdown pass from 
Neil Lomax to Troy Johnson. The Bears’ 
Mark Bortz blocked the extra point, making 
the score 6-0. 

St. Louis ran and threw the ball well on the 
drive that covered 63 yards. Lomax complet- 
ed all three of his pass attempts on the pos- 
session for 35 yards and Stump Mitchell ran 
for another 23 yards before the score. 

“Our attack on defense was poor and a 
little bit of movement confused us tremen- 
dously,’’ Ditka said. That is not characteris- 
tic of the Bear defense. 

Bears still have opportunities 

The Bears couldn’t mount much of an 
offense in the quarter but still had two scor- 
ing opportunities. After the St. Louis score 
kicker John Lee slipped while kicking the 
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ball, and Neal Anderson returned the unin- 
tentional onside kick to the St. Louis 45. 

But when the Bears got to the Cardinals’ 
19-yard line, Suhey fumbled a pitchout from 
Mike Tomezak, and Bob Clasby recovered 
for St. Louis. 

The Bear offense next got the ball at the 
St. Louis 36 after Wilber Marshall sacked Lo- 
max on a blitz and forced a fumble that was 
recovered by Otis Wilson. 

But the Bears couldn’t move the ball 
again, and Kevin Butler’s 52-yard field goal 
attempt was wide right. 

The Bears got inside St. Louis’ 20-yard 
line again midway through the second quart- 
er after Reggie Phillips intercepted a Lomax 
pass at the Bears’ 40. 

Mike Tomczak then completed four con- 
secutive passes to move the Bears to the 
Cardinals’ one-yard line. On the next play 
Suhey ran up the middle but fumbled again 
when he hit the line of scrimmage with 1:47 
left in the half. Rod Saddler recovered for the 
Cardinals. 

Suhey wouldn't blame any hard hits for his 
fumbles. ‘‘l have to have a lot more concen- 
tration,” he said. 

When the Cardinals took over they could 
only move the ball four yards to the five-yard 
line. On fourth down punter John Bruno 
stepped out of the end zone to give the 
Bears a safety and make the score 6-2. 

Field goal is blocked 

The Bears got the ball back on the ensu- 
ing free kick at their own 39. Again, Tomc- 
zak moved the Bears inside the Cardinal 20, 
to the 18-yard line, with 14 seconds left. But 
faced with a fourth and one, Ditka elected 
to try a field goal. But Butler’s kick was 
blocked by Leonard Smith and downed at 
the Chicago 38 with three seconds left. 

“‘We moved the ball pretty well. We just 
didn’t get it in the end zone,” Ditka said. 

Then to close out the half Lomax hit Don 
Holmes in the end zone on a 38-yard pass 
that was deflected by Reggie Phillips and 
Wilson to give the Cardinals a 13-2 halftime 
lead. 
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All Ditka would say about that was, “The 
play before the end of the half was a joke.” 
But the joke turned out to be an important 
touchdown for St. Louis. 

St. Louis stretched its lead to 20-2 on its 
first possession of the third quarter when 
quarterback Cliff Stoudt hit Holmes on a 31 
-yard touchdown pass. 

Doug Flutie started the second half for 
Chicago at quarterback and led the Bears 
to their first touchdown. Thomas Sanders ran 
13 yards to score the touchdown on the 
10-play, 68-yard drive, cutting the Cardinal 
lead to 20-9. 

But the drive could have been stopped the 
play before when Flutie completed a pass 
to Dennis McKinnon inside the Cardinal 20. 
McKinnon fumbled after making the catch, 
but the play was nullified by a personal foul 
against the Cardinals. 

Flutie engineered another 10-play touch- 
down drive in the fourth quarter, this one 
covering 69 yards. He capped it off with a 
five-yard touchdown pass to Riley Walton 
with just over nine minutes left in the game, 
cutting the Cardinal lead to 20-16. Flutie 
completed four of six passes for 65 yards on 


Though the Bears didn’t play a 
game on Saturday or Sunday they 
still made plenty of news off the field 
over the weekend. 

Head coach Mike Ditka agreed to 
terms Saturday on a new three-year 
contract that will ensure he coaches 
the Bears through 1990, and corner- 
back Mike Richardson ended his 
month-long holdout by signing a one- 
year contract on Sunday. 

Richardson’s signing will add 
some strength at cornerback, the 
Bears’ weakest position on defense. 
Three-year veteran Reggie Phillips 
and second-year player Vestee Jack- 
son currently are the Bears’ starters 
at cornerback and 12th-round draft 
choice Eric Jeffries is backing them 
up. 

Richardson rejoins the team this 
week after taking a physical exam 
Tuesday. His return to the roster will 
affect Jeffries the most. Jeffries was 
almost locked in the Bears’ roster as 
the third cornerback and possible 
punt returner. But now he may have 
to make the team solely as a return 
man, 

Richardson would like to play in 
the Bears’ final exhibition game 
Saturday against the Raiders. But he 
may have to wait a little longer to 
regain his starting position. 

Richardson originally wanted to be 
the highest-paid defensive back on 
the team, which means he was look- 
ing for a salary higher than Todd 
Bell’s $400,000 a year. He and his 
agent, Ethan Lock, then said they'd 
settle for a salary of around 
$350,000. But the Bears would go no 
higher than $300,000 and that’s what 
Richardson sighed for. 

Richardson did not want to sit out 
the entire season, so he settled for 
the one-year deal in hopes of sign- 
ing a better contract next year. é 

Dikta, meanwhile, announced

the drive. 
Fiutie not impressed with his play 

Though Flutie led the Bears to their only 
touchdowns of the game he wouldn't take 
much credit for his performance. “| got the 
job done but it wasn’t pretty,” he said. ‘| 
made some plays and got us in the end 
zone. And | guess that’s what counts.” 

Flutie completed five of 10 passes for 75 
yards and one touchdown, but that doesn’t 
help clear the quarterback picture at all for 
Ditka. ‘lf you watch them you can be just 
as confused as | am,” Ditka said. 

Jim Harbaugh, who entered the game 
midway through the fourth quarter, gave the 
Bears one more chance to win the game. On 
fourth and seven from the Cardinal 28 he 
completed a 25-yard pass to McKinnon to 
the Cardinals 23 just before the two minute 
warning. 

He then ran for 13 yards to give the Bears 
a first down and goal from the 10. After three 
Straight incomplete passes against blitzes, 
the Bears faced a fourth and goal with 1:34 
left in the game. 

Harbaugh was blitzed again and forced to

Saturday he and Bears president 
Michael McCaskey agreed to a new 
contract on Thursday. The exact 
wording of the contract hasn’t been 
worked out yet, but Ditka expects to 
put his signature on it within two 
weeks. 

“I’m very relieved that it’s behind 
us,” Ditka said. ‘Mike and ! talked 
three times, and the third time we 
worked it out in my office in a matter 
of 10 minutes.” 

No terms of the:contract were an- 
nounced, though Ditka said there are 
a lot of NFL coaches making more 
and a lot making less than him. 
“‘Money doesn’t matter,”’ Ditka said. 
“| was the lowest-paid when | came 
here and that didn’t matter, either.”’ 


Ditka said the outside money- 
making opportunities in Chicago did 
affect the contract. ‘“The opportuni- 
ty | have in Chicago is second to no 
opportunity in the United States, in- 
cluding New York, Los Angeles or 
any other place. That has to be taken 
into consideration,” he said. “The 
opportunities in this city have provid- 
ed me with something that kids don’t 
even dream of.” 

Ditka said he never considered 
leaving the Bears. ‘‘Never crossed 
my mind,” he said. Last week, 
though, Ditka doubted he would be 
back because no one had said they 
wanted him back. But he only said 
that because “I was mad last week 
about some othér things.” 

The delay in reaching a new con- 
tract happened because McCaskey 
and Ditka said they were busy with 


other things. “We just haven't had 
a chance to sit down and talk about 
it,”’ Ditka said. ‘We got rid of it ina 
hurry once we sat down. It’s very fair. 
| think everybody's happy.”

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Morris’ play earns him starting spot

While the Bears’ offense stalled and sput- 
tered Monday, rookie Ron Morris continued 
to establish himself as a starter at wide 
receiver with Willie Gault. 

In one half of play, the former Southern 
Methodist star caught four passes for 49 
yards in the Bears’ 20-16 loss to St. Louis 
Monday night. The game marked the second 
straight week Morris has started. Last week, 
Morris got the call against the Pittsburgh 
Steelers and caught one pass for 15 yards. 

In a reserve role in the preseason opener 
in Miami, Morris made a first and lasting im- 
pression, catching a 65-yard bomb from Jim 
Harbaugh to lift the Bears past the Dolphins. 

Morris’ steadily improving play has caught 
the attention of Mike Ditka, who gave the se- 
cond round draft pick Dennis McKinnon’s old 
job. 


“He makes every practice, he’s a tough 
football player who holds onto the bail,’ Dit- 
ka said. ‘‘Right now, he’s our starting wing, 
no question about it.’’ 

Morris works the middle 

Morris earned his stripes by making all of 
his catches over the middle in heavy traffic. 
The Cardinals, protecting against the deep 
threat of Willie Gault, were taking away the 
receiver's outside routes. That left the mid- 
dle open and the receiver going over the 
middle vunerable. 

“There’s a lot of traffic in there,” said Mor- 
ris, who led Bear receivers in yardage for the 
second time in three weeks. 

“They were taking away our out, so that 
was leaving the inside pass on the quick 
snap open. It was barely there because they 
were closing down fast. As soon as the ball 
was getting to me, | was getting popped.”

“You have to concentrate a little bit hard- 
er in those situations,’’ Morris said. ‘You 
have to catch the ball, tuck it and get down 
because you know you're going to get hit.

Morris got into the fray early, catching a 
10-yard slant pattern from Mike Tomezak on 
the Bears’ second play from scrimmage.

McMahon could start season on reserve 


It is now possible, and maybe even prob- 
able, that quarterback Jim McMahon will 
open the regular season on the injured 
reserve list. 

Head coach Mike Ditka confirmed that 
last Thursday after McMahon hadn’t thrown 
for three straight days. 

“| just feel it's gonna be a tough rode to 
go from here from what !’ve seen this week,” 
Ditka said. “I’m not saying it can’t happen. 
But it would be very remote that he’d be 
ready in time for the Giants game.” 

Basically, the Bears don’t seem to be any 
more sure now of whether McMahon can 
play this year than they were Dec. 12 when 
McMahon had the shoulder surgery done. 

“‘Jim’s tried everything, but it doesn’t 
seem to be responding that well,” Ditka said. 

If McMahon was placed on the injured 
reserve list before the final roster cutdown 
to 45 players Sept. 7, he would have to miss 
at least the first six regular season games. 

if the Bears keep him on their 45-man 
roster and then place him on injured reserve, 
he’ll have to miss at least the first four 
games. 

When the Bears are in Los Angeles to play 
the Raiders Sept. 5, McMahon will be exa- 
mined by Dr. Frank Jobe, who performed 
the surgery on McMahon’s shoulder.

When McMahon had the surgery done in 
December, he knew it would be at least a 
full year before his shoulder would be 100 
percent. But he said he never considered sit- 
ting out this season to allow his shoulder to 
heal. 

Ditka said on Thursday that it is possible 
McMahon tried to come back from the sur- 
gery tco soon. 

With McMahon likely to be sitting on the 
sidelines for the Giants game, Ditka said 
Mike Tomezak is the leading condidate 
to start that game at quarterback. 

“| think it’s evident right now that if we 
played the Giants tomorrow that Mike would 
start,’’ Ditka said. ‘I don’t see any way, un- 
less he took a complete flip-flop in the next 
two weeks, that he wouldn’t be the starter.” 

° THE WIDE RECEIVER SITUATION is a lit- 
tle clearer, but not necessarily better, as a 
result of Lew Barnes’ ankle injury last 
Tuesday.

Also on returns, Dikta wants to try Ron 
Morris on kickoff returns with Dennis Gen- 
try. Gentry also may see some 
action on punt returns because Ditka has 
him in mind for punt returns in case of other 
injuries. 

The Bears didn’t get any better news 
about the injuries suffered by Dick Chapura 
and Paul Migliazzo in the Steelers game. 
Chapura is out indefinitely with a sprained 
knee. Surgery is a possibility, but the Bears 
want to wait a little longer before making that 
decision. 

Migliazzo will miss four to five weeks with 
a dislocated shoulder. 

Shaun Gayle was slowed down last week 
in his return from a sprained ankle when he 
reinjured it.

Odds were good Ditka would stay 


All along, the odds of coach Mike Ditka’s 
returning to the Bears next year were good. 
Sure, he told Channel 2, as the team left 
Platteville, Wis., “I don’t think anything will 
be done ever.” But that turned out to be no 
more meaningful than a baseball general 
manager's vote of confidence when Ditka 
agreed with president Michael McCaskey on 
a three-year contract extension through 
1990.

“! was mad last week about some other 
things, but it had nothing to do with myself 
or the contract,” Ditka said. ‘‘When you’re 
mad, you say things. | see two bad practices 
in a row, it bothers me. 

“We're not here to have bad practices. 
People say, ‘What difference does it make 
to have bad practices in August?’ It makes 
a lot. You have one in August, you might 
have one in December, when it counts.”’ 

That intensity is one of the things that 
makes Ditka “the best possible coach for the 
Chicago Bears,"’ as McCaskey said. Its ac- 
companying impetuosity has made his con- 
tract negotiations frustrating for fans. The 
delay in negotiations has frustrated and 
galled Ditka for months, and he finally sound- 
ed off, as he did in 1984. 

MeCaskey didn’t mean to be insulting. He 
meant to be cautious. As much as Ditka is 
impulsive and emotional, McCaskey is in- 
decisive and deliberate. ( 

There certainly must be times when Dit- 
ka wonders if the rewards of coaching are 
worth the headaches and heartburn. He told 
Channel 2’s Jeannie Morris he could do 
other things 'besides coach. “fMiaiter of fact,” 
he said, “I’m thinking more and more about 
it.... Who knows? | may be one of these 
guys who try to sail across the Pacific Ocean 
or something.” 


Those are the thoughts of many a dis- 
couraged employe at the end of a hard day. 


McCaskey not impossible 
to get along with 

There truly has been animosity between 
Ditka and McCaskey. In 1984, it was Ditka’s 
choice that his current contract run only 
three years. Earlier this year, Ditka 
squawked publicly about the firing of Jerry 
Vainisi, his friend and general manager. He 
has privately seethed about McCaskey’s 
dawdling over extending his contract. 

Still, McCaskey has not made it impossi- 
ble to go 29-3 with a Super Bowl champion- 
ship in the last two years. And McCaskey 
and Ditka are best buddies compared to Mi- 
ami owner Joe Robbie and coach Don Shu- 
la. That hasn’t kept Shula from going to five 
Super Bowls and compiling the league’s 
third-longest longevity with one team, 18 
years. 

The most important thing in the equation 
was that Ditka’s ties to Chicago and George 
Halas’ Bears simply are stronger than any- 
thing else in this equation. They’re stronger 
than his friendship with ex-general manager 
Jerry Vainisi, who said he hoped Ditka would 
stay here even though his new team, Detroit, 
is apt to be sifting through coaching appli- 
cations soon. And they’re stronger than any 
ill feeling he has toward McCaskey. 

“The opportunity | have in Chicago is se- 
cond to no opportunity in the United States,” 
Ditka said. ‘‘New York, Los Angeles or any 
other place. That’s evidenced by the support 
we’ve had in this city, both as a team and 
individually. And it’s evidenced by the out- 
side opportunities to make money, and that 
has to be taken into consideration. 

“The opportunities in this city, because it’s 
such a great city, have provided me with 
something kids don’t even dream about. 

“t’ve been blessed. it’s just hard to com- 
prehend the opportunity that was given to 
me (when George Halas hired Ditka to coach 
the Bears in 1982). It’s just a great opportu- 
nity, and I’m grateful for it”’ 


Outside opportunities a factor 
Ditka apparently accepted McCaskey’s ar- 
gument that the Chicago market’s unique 
value to him should be considered against 
the rapidly escalating market rate for suc- 
cessful NFL coaches. Estimates of Ditka’s 
income from television and radio shows, en- 


dorsements, motivational tapes and 
speeches and his restaurant run from 
$750,000 to $1 million a year. 

McCaskey and Ditka declined to divulge 
financial terms of the contract. Ditka already 
was under contract to coach this year for a 
salary estimated from $250,000 to $325,000. 

Ditka’s salaries probably average less 
than $700,000, a figure earned or exceed- 
ed by at least seven NFL coaches — Shula, 
San Francisco’s Bill Walsh, Dallas’ Tom Lan- 
dry, Tampa Bay’s Ray Perkins, Seattle’s 
Chuck Knox, the New York Giants’ Bill Par- 
cells, Washington’s Joe Gibbs and perhaps 
Pittsburgh’s Chuck Noll. But considering Dit- 
ka said the meeting Thursday lasted 10 
minutes, his average salary apparently will 
be within $200,000, and maybe $100,000, 
of that figure. 

“Money’s not important,” McCaskey said, 
discouraging salary speculation at the risk 
of encouraging future negotiating adver- 
saries. 

“Money doesn’t matier,” Ditka said. To 
him, the important thing seemed to be, “‘lin- 
tend to finish my coaching career here, the 
good Lord willing.” 

Authority mattered. Vainisi has said his 
contract shouid spell out Ditka’s final say in 
the draft, which he didn’t seem to have when 
the Bears took quarterback Jim Harbaugh 
instead of pass rusher Alex Gordon last 
spring. Harbaugh may turn out to be the bet- 
ter pick. Personnel director Bill Tobin's 
record is excellent. And Ditka has rarely dis- 
agreed with Tobin. But again, most coaches 
of Ditka’s stature make the ultimate drafting 
decision on the first round. 

Ditka no longer has Vainisi looking out for 
his interests. Vainisi was a football man, 
which meant he ranked all other considera- 
tions below winning games. McCaskey has 
Ditka’s respect as a football fan and a 
businessman, but people close to Ditka sug- 
gest he would step on his tongue before call- 
ing McCaskey a football man. He may feel 
he needs certain assurances that winning 
games will continue to be the top priority. 


Ditka has same authority 
But McCaskey said Ditka’s authority will 
be the ‘‘same,’’ meaning he remains essen- 
tially one of four department heads. The 
others are Tobin, administration director Bill 
MeoGrane and finance.director Ted Phillips. 
And Ditka showed no indication that he 


minded. 

“| have a lot of authority,’’ Ditka said. ‘We 
talked at length about authority. We under- 
stand what we’re going to do as an organi- 
zation and where | fit in.’” Asked if he felt 
better about the stipulation of his authority, 
Ditka said, ‘Oh, tremendously.” 

Nor did Ditka seem bothered that the con- 
tract was for three years instead of the five 
he originally sought. And he said he under- 
stood why McCaskey’s quest for a stadium 


- prompted the long delay in negotiations. 


Negotiations themselves weren't lengthy, 
Ditka and McCaskey said. ‘When we sat 
down, we got rid of itin a hurry,” Ditka said. 
They met three or four times, the last one 
for 10 minutes. 

‘I'm very relieved it’s behind us,"’ Ditka 
said, perhaps saying it all. 

The players were, too. Players don’t dwell 
heavily on other people’s contract negotia- 
tions, but as Mark Bortz put it, “Anything 
seems to upset us. This is just one less thing 
we have to read about in the papers. We can 
just concentrate on football.”’ 

Besides, the players felt Ditka deserved 
to continue coaching them. “Not very many 
good things happened here before he

mallproject that would demolish much of 
“Flutie Pass,” the street they named for him 
after he. won the Heisman Trophy at Boston 
College. The demolished area would be- 
come a parking lot. ;

Dan Hampton that much. “This rain isn’t as 
big of a deal as, come December, the snow 
and ice is,”’ he said. “! don’t think there’s 
any doubt we could use an indoor facility.

Fencik, who 
has started for Chicago the past 10 years, 
is being replaced by Dave Duerson at free 
safety as Todd Bell moves into the starting 
spot at strong safety. 

Defensive coordinator Vince Tobin told 
Fencik Aug. 24 he was being taken out of 
the starting lineup. Fencik hasn’t played on 
special teams in recent years, but he volun- 
teered for them after being replaced. That 
may be the only time he sees any action on 
the field.

°THE INJURY-PLAGUED CAREER of 
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guard Stefan Humphries is over with the 
Bears. But he'll get a fresh start with the 
Denver Broncos, who picked him up in a 
trade with Chicago for punter Bryan 
Wagner. 

Humphries spent four seasons with Chica- 
go, but never started a game. He spent 
plenty of time on injured reserve with an as- 
sortment of injuries, including a bad knee, 
pulled tricep, broken bone in his foot and a 
strained quadricep. 

Ditka said the trade was made more to 
give Humphries a better chance to make it 
in the NFL than anything else. 

Wagner was brought in to add some com- 
petition to punter Maury Buford, who has 
had a poor preseason in games. Though Dit- 
ka said he isn’t mad at Buford, he wants bet- 
ter results from his punters. 

Should either player make his respective 
team, low-round draft choices would be ad- 
ded to the deal. 

eLOOKING TO THE RAIDERS GAME Dit- 
ka said he would only play the starters one 
half in that game and may start Doug Flutie 
or Jim Harbaugh at quarterback. 

“| might put one of those other kids in 
there in the starting role and see what hap- 
pens,” he said. 

Ditka also is considering moving rookie 
center John Adickes to guard. ‘“He’s a 
center and we’ve got two centers. We’re just 
gonna have to find a way to use him. I'd like 
to see if he can play some guard.

Luther joined the Raiders as a free agent 
this year after spending 1986 with Indianapo- 
lis, where he didn’t see any action. Luther 
played in the USFL in 1985 after starting his 
pro career with San Diego. 

As apro Luther has completed 56 percent 
of his passes for 5,979 yards and 27 
touchdowns. 

Luther opened his season in the second 
half of the Raiders’ first preseason game 
against San Francisco, completing five of 14 
attempts for 77 yards with one interception. 

Allen a threat in backfield 

Joining the quarterbacks in the backfield 
are starting running backs Marcus Allen and 
Frank Hawkins. Also seeing action in the 


preseason at running back are Kenny King, 
Steve Strachan, Steve Smith, Ethan Horton 
and Zeph Lee. Smith, a rookie third-round 
draft pick, has been the biggest first-year 
standout of the group so far. 

At wide receiver the Raiders have a good 
mix of young talent and smart veterans. 
Speedster Dokie Williams and Jessie Hester 
have started for the Raiders, with L.A. new- 
comers Mervyn Fernandez and James 
Lofton also getting substantial playing time. 

Williams led the Raiders in 1986 with 43 


catches for 843 yards. He is a deep threat, 


and also runs well with the ball, averaging 
19.6 yards a catch last season. 

Fernandez is making his NFL debut after 
spending five seasons in the Canadian Foot- 
ball League. With the British Columbia Lions, 
he was the top receiver in Canada this de- 
cade catching 374 passes for 6,408 yards 
and 55 touchdowns. 

Lofton, joining the Raiders this year after 


being traded by the Packers, is still a deep 
threat and hopes to get back his reputation 
as one of the premier receivers in the league. 
Of course, his.off-field reputation could use 
a little help, too. 

Todd Christensen still holds the tight end 
spot for Los Angeles, but he’s getting help 
from Andy Parker, Gene Branton and Trey 
Junkin.
